St Joseph, Mo., March 11.—Mark Dunn, a former Newark, O., man, was 


hanged af'10:40" o'clock' this morning, though nearly dead with pneumonia. 
; ' Mark Dunn, 40, a painterly profession, murdered Alfred Fenton, a farm- 
er at Kushvilie, Mo., July'20, 1902,' afi.er the men quarreled at a dance. Dunn 
shot Fenton in the back._ He was reported to have been-intoxicated at the 
time. Dunn pleaded insanity. Convicted he appealed to the suprem ecourt, 


wHich confirmed the death, sentence. Two reprieves postponed the execu- 


tion until today. 


Last Monday Dunn escaped from tbev St Joseph jail, overpowering one 


of the sailors' aid overawing two others. During his tires rtajs' flight across 
Ere coulitry! pneumonia overcame Mm and caused bis capture Wednesday. 
He escaped a second time and was re captured Thursday so weak the physi- 


- cians predicted lie would die a natural death by Stmday if not executed.

Dunn's collapse, declined to interfere.

Mark Dunn, semi-delirious from pneumonia, said as he mounted the scaf- 


,fold: "My life has been sworn away by my enemies." 


The scene was pitiful. The condemned man had to be assisted up the 


steps andf supported as iie stood on the trap. He was dazed, bewildered and 
feeble. Physical ratner than moral weakness was tlie cause of any lack of 
courage he may have betrayed. For 24 hours previous to the execution the 
jail physician sent out bulletins, telling of the improvement in the murder- 
er's condition after his recapture. Many.believe tiiis was'done to offset the 
iubljc .ciajnpr against lianging a dying man.

about in search of the millions, but 
underneath it all is a sterling admir- 
ation and affection for the man snd 
the scholar, which his illness has 
ssrved to develop and put into words 
for him to read and be choired and 
encouraged in his great work. - Co- 
lumbus Dispatch.

Columbus, 0.— (Special.)— After a 


careful investigation on the part of a 
special committee, the Ohio senate has 
adopted a resolution which most high- 
ly commends the State Board of Agri- 
culture for the work it has been doing 
and the manner in which the affairs of 
the department are conducted. 


The agricultural department was 


given more encouragement by this ac- 
tion than it has been accorded since 
its inception away back in 1846. 


Some days ago Senator Austin of 


Toledo presented a resolution asking 
that the reports of the agricultural de- 
partment be examined and that i the 
state's liability on bond issues be' de- 
termined. This grew out ' ot some 
small objection to the state paying a 
bonded indebtedness for which it was 
liable. 


Lieutenant Governor Harding ap- 


pointed a committee consisting of Sen- 
ators Austin, Dunlap, Harrison, Rick- 
etts'and Crites to make the examina- 
tion, and after careful work a highly 
complimentary report was presented 
and adopted by that body. The report, 
which speaks for itself, is as follows: 


Tour committee appointed to investi- 


gate conditions relative to the State 
Board of Agriculture felt it an incumbent 
duty to first inform itself concerning the 
work of this board, and the agricultural 
department under its management, to- 
gether with the authority and direction 
for the work, and afterwards the source 
ot means and the application of the same 
for the expense of the work. 
In examining into the history of the 


board and its work, we find that from 
1S'46 to 1880, - its work consisted of the 
preparation and publication of an annual 
report, containing agricultural statistics 
reproduced from other sources; abstracts 
of reports from county agricultural so- 
cieties, addresses' and lectures on agri- 
cultural topics, and the proceedings of 
the annual agricultural convention, held, 
agreeable to the statutes of the state, for 
deliberation as to the wants and pros- 
pects of agriculture. 
The board conducted during these 


years a general correspondence regarding 
the agricultural affairs of the state, but 
the greatest work in -those 5 ears was 
the preparation for and the holding of 
the annual state fairs. 


The permanent office force of the board 
prior to 1880 consisted of a secretary and 
clerk. 
> The appropriations made by the 
state for the expense pf the office, or 
agricultural 
department, was usually 
about $4,000. This covered all expenses 
of salaries, handling of reports, postage, 
express, telegraph and_ other contingent 
expenses. JSo part odbe annual ^appro- 
priation was expended for state -fair ex- 
pense. It seems to have been the policy 
of the board, and we believe still con- 
tinues to be, to request only such appro- 
priations from the state as were, actually 
required for* the work to be done. 
The State Fair and Industrial Exposi- 


tion, now authorized by section 3693 of 
the revised statutes, we find to be a self 
sustaining institution, so far as the ex- 
pense of operation is concerned. Prior 
to 1883 it was without a permanent place 
of holding. In that year 'the State Board 
of Agriculture had of surplus State Fair 
earnings the sum of $17,252, with which 
it began the purchase of real estate as a 
State Fair ground*. 
The surplus from subsequent fairs was 
also devoted to this purpose, when in 
1S86 the first State Fair was held on part 
of the grounds* now occupied- 
Having secured grounds with its own 


earnings, the State Board of Agriculture, 
before holding the first fair on this ac- 
quired property, reauested the General 
Assembly to permanently protect it to 
the state, and forbid encumbrance in any 
manner without the consent of the state. 
and such a law was enacted May 4, 1SS5. 


Since the original purchases. 25 addi- 
tional acres were found to be necessary. 
and were secured, payment being made 
from the proceeds of bonds authorized by 
the General Assembly for fair ground im- 
provements. 
It is shown by the records of the board 
that some rears the receipts of the fair 
did not cover expends, and the board 
was compelled to borrow money ffrr pay- 
ment of premiums and expenses, but the 
borrowed money has always been paid 
from the earnings of succeeding fairs. 
and never by any appropriations from 
the state. It is quite clearly shown that 
all surplus earnings of the annual fairs 
ha\e gone into purchase 
of grounds.

VCe find that the state has aided in the 
erection of buildings and the improve- 
ment of these grounds by authorizing the 
issue of bonds as follows: By act May 
1. 1SS5, $80,000; by act of April 12. 183S. 
JSO.OOO: by act of March 29, 1900, $120,-

We find that the total cost of the State 
Fair grounds, with buildings and im- 
provements, has b&in T557.663- 
Since the original purchase of grounds 


by the State Board of Asriculture there 
has been a very great ris-'' in r«vil estate 
values in the immediate vicinity of the 
grounds.

wotk has grown from year to year. It 
Imolv's a corps of corrpspondonts from 
the several townships of the state, num- 
l>-rlng about 1,590 persons, and an in- 
t, fised clerical force In the department. 


The next Important division establish- 


ed by the board was that of county far- 
mers' institutes. 
This institute 
work 


grew so rapidly in public favor, and the 
demand for them became so great in tho 
several counties of the state, that the 
General Assembly, by its act of April 26, 
1890, made It a duty of the State Board 
of Agriculture to continue the work, and 
made special provisions therefor. 
We 


find that the county institutes held un- 
der the auspices of the State Board of 
247 last year, and we are informed that 
Agriculture increased from about 40 to 
the demand is not fully met. 


By act of the General Assembly, March 


10, 1881, provision was made that re- 
quired the secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture to make an Inspection and 
analysis of all the commercial fertilizers 
sold or offered for sale In Ohio. 
This 


division of the service has entailed a 
great amount of careful work and an 
increase of office force. 
By act of the General Assembly, May 


16, 1902, the inspection of nurseries and 
orchards was made a'duty of the board, 
and such a division was, in accordance 
•with that act, placed in immediate oper- 
ation. 
It entailed additional help and 


additional expense. 
As the work of the State Board of Ag- 


riculture increased, and new divisions 
were •established, agreeable to law, in the 
department of agriculture, we find that 
the working force and the expense grad- 
ually increased from time to time. State 
appropriations were made to meet the re- 
quirements as they existed. The annual 
appropriation 
has been increased from 


$6,800 in 1884, to $7,500 in 1890; to $9,000 
in 1893; to ?15,000 in 1898, and to $16,000 
in 1903, besides an additional $15,000 for 
the two years 1902 and 1903, made 
specially for the expense of nursery and 
orchard inspection. 
The paid force required to conduct the 


•work, as it has been developed and added 
to by law, increased from two to three 
persons at the period first referred to m 
this report to 19 persons in 1903, not in- 
cluding 30 institute lecturers employed 
during the institute seasons. 
The books of the Doard show that the 


appropriations annually made -by the 
state have been expanded wholly for the 
work of the department. No part of the 
statp appropriations have been applied to 
State Fair expense. The books and ac- 
counts of that institution are kept en'- 
tirely separate from the appropriation 
books and accounts.

i f\ 
cently witnessed the debarka- 


/"^L tion of Japanese 
troops at 


Chemulpo. It is generally ac- 


cepted 'that the transportation of 
troops and supplies f'arnishes the su- 
preirfe test of a nation's military effi- 
ciency. A great -many armies poorly 
transported 
have fought well, but 


there is no case on record of a well 
transported army having fought poor- 
ly. The greatest military geniuses have 
grappled with this problem of trans- 
portation, and in proportion as they 
have solved it they have prevailed 


* against their foes. It would naturally be 


assumed that the older nations would 
have .quartermaster 
arrangements 


which are nearly perfect, but the facts 
do not bear out this assumption. When 
the United States went to war with 
Spain, the problem of getting a hand- 
ful of men to Cuba was found to be a 
most serious one. England found her 


. resources, which on the water are re- 


markably strong, taxed to the utmost 
in her trouble with the Boers. And so 
it has" been in,every recent war. " 


But along- comes the Jap. "a beginner 


in civilization,'' to 'demonstrate to west- 
ern" nations that the matter of getting 
troops/from one place to another, even 
by water, where every ship must be 
convoyed, is- not such a difficult task 
after all. The English military au- 
thoiity^already 'quoted declares that 
there iii no~ European nation -which 
could disembark many thousands of 
men as rapidly dnd with as little con- 
fusion as it was-done1 by the Japanese 
at Chemulj)^.^ T^bls^statement -coming 
as .it does" from one who is competent 
to -express an opinion, is really star- 
tling at first blush, especially since it is 
generally assumed that Japan's begin- 
ning as a serious military factor occur- 
red only after the Chino-Japanese war, 
at the time of the rape of Port Arthur 
by Russia. 
"While it is true that Ja- 


pan's full awakening to th*e possibili- 
ties of a great navy may be said to 
date from the sea battle with the Chi- 
nese at the mouth of the Yalu river, 


more southerly islands wore not then 
So-overcrowded as they are now, and 
the population of Sakhalin was very 
small. Russia saw this strip of land 
standing like a bar before her Siberian 
possessions and determined to possess 
it. This she did in her usual manner— 
by moving in. Naturally Japan pro- 
tested, and Russia, even with her ab- 
normal land grabbing propensities, had 
not the face to dispute the claim. She 
accordingly suggested that a joint oc- 
cupation be tried, Japan being given 
the southern half. Of course this did 
not work—joint occupations never do— 
and Russia knew that in advance. The 
joint occupation in this case really con- 
sisted of Russia and—Russia. Japan 
protested, and Russia offered to give 
her a few of the Kurile rocks if she 
would get out altogether. Japan de- 
clined, and the joint occupation farce 
went on a little longer. Then the limit 
was reached. Japan protested again, 
whereupon magnanimous Russia of- 
fered to give her the entire bleak Ku- 
rile group in exchange for her claim to 
Sakhalin, which Russia has since used 
as a penal colony. Japan was furious, 
but she realized that if she did not take 
the Kuriles and get out she would get 
nothing and get out at the same time, 
so she accepted. 


"What then seemed a calamity for 


the island empire, which needed Sak- 
halin's sparsely settled miles as an 
outlet farther -"rapidly increasing sur- 
plus population, was really a bless- 
ing in disguise, for it caused the Japs 
to realize that if they were to pre- 
serve their national existence they 
must be prepared to support it by force 
<yf arms, which arms would almost cer- 
tainly be used first against Russia. 
That did not prove to be quite the case,- 
for China .was the first nation to get a 
taste of the Japanese quality in fight- 
ing, but Russia was second on the list, 
and if there is anything certain, in 
case Russia should be the loser in the 
present struggle, it is that Japan will 
claim Sakhalin as a matter of senti- 
ment and the Liautong peninsula as s 


tho kitfpdom. so that Japan shortly bc- 
caiuo one vnst training school. 


A very complete plan of fortifications 


was adopted. The work uloiiK this line 
lias not been entirely llnish"d. but all 
the more important points arc- well 
protected, especially against attack 
from sen. 


It was in 1875 that compulsory mili- 


tary service in the army and navy was 
adopted. Since that time e\ery male 
subject of the mikado between tlie 
!:ges" of seventeen and forty is liable to 
active duty. The army is made up of 
four divisions, and the conscript is 
slated for a term of service In each- 
three years in the active array, four 
years in the reserves, five years in the 
lamlwehr and eight years in the land- 
strum. In" times of peace, however, 
only a small number of those eligible 
are'admitted to tlie acthe army, choice 
bein~ made by Jot. In the beginning 
the main stress was laid on the artil- 
lery and infautry arms of the service. 
The cavalry, which is Russia's stron- 
gest point, is Japan's weakest. 
• 


An Eventful Period. 


The first period of Japan's military 


evolution extended from the beginning 
of the Satsuraa rebellion in 1808 to the 
opening of the Chino-Japanese war iu 
1894. This struggle served not only to 
open the eyes of the world to the fact 
that a new military power had entered 
the field, but came like a revelation to 
the Japs themselves. The adoption of 
western methods had not been in vain. 
The'careful and scientific drill of the 
men in both the army and navy, the 
marksmanship practice of the gunners 
in the artillery and on the ships, the 
years of study given to every niiliviry 
system/on earth, the schooling import- 
ed to Japanese officers and men by a.?- 
rny experts from Europe and America 
—all these things had borne fruit. The 
island kingdom had not only overcome 
her hereditary and overgrown neigh- 
bor on both land and sea. but she had 
done it in a manner that reflected glo- 
ry upon her ai-ms. Her ambition^to be 
the leader of the orient was givea a 
fresh-spur. 


Russia's grab.of the Liautong pen- 


insula and Manchuria furnished a di- 
rection for the newly awakened mili- 
tary enthusiasm of Japan. Here began 
the second stage of the evolution. Ef- 
forts toward creating a great army and 
navy were redoubled. The army was 
increased and more rigidly drilled than 
before. So rapidly and thoroughly was 
this process carried forward that at the 
time of the Boxer outbreak in 1900 the 
military establishment of the island 
empire had almost doubled.

Washington, March 11.—The official 


copy of the decision of The Hague tri- 
bunal in the Venezuelan cases has just 
been received at the state departmcil. 
' The cost to the United States for its 
share of the expenses of the tribunal 
•will amount to $14,800. The govern- 
ment must also pay fees of its own 
special counsel in the case, which will 
amount to a great deal more than the 
above figures. 


The tiotal of the 'claim§ allowed 


against Venezuela is in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000,000, about half of which 
goes to the allied powers, and until 
they are paid the TTnited Slates and 
associated powers get notKing.

ply to the payments of these claims is 
about ?400,000 per annum, so that it- 
may be nearly Een years unless busi- 
ness increases, before the non-allied 
powers would begin to receive tjheir 
award.
